lynching in the case. 


"Ithought all day yesterday as 


I searched for the negro that I'd 
find him hanging to a tree around 
here," the sheriff said. 


"Now I am certain that lynch- 


ing was not the purpose at all. He 
never could have got away from 
the men." 


District Attorney W. B. Browdcr 


•and County Attorney A. A. Tuck- 
er likewise said they were stump- 
ed" as to the possible motive for 
he supposed release of the negro, 
•who was under sentence of death 
for the murder of Constable T. J. 
Beyette of Magnolia, Texas, last 
Angust. 


Edwards was slain early today 
near Mont Belvieu by Neal Roten. 
Chambers county 
deputy 
sheriff, 


who recognized the negro, he said, 
as a fugitive, and shot him. 


Edwards' disappearance, which 


' occurred while officers were away 
from the jail for a short time, was 
'Jtplained to them .by other ne- 
groes in the jail as having been 
^compulsory, at the hands of a band 
iof •white men the negroes assum- 
ed to be officers. 
Sheriff Hicks, 


therefore, first assumed there had 
been a 
lynching 
and began a 
search confident he would find the 
negro's body. 
When Edwards ap- 
peared later last night near Mount 
Belview, in an automobile officers 
said was stolen, Rotan shot him 
as an escaped prisoner.

Further, the senate expenditures 


would be limited to two cents a.

vote, for every vote cast, for all 
candidates for the 
office 
in the 


preceding election, so as to allow 
for great variation in number of 
voters to be reached in different 
states. 


The committee based its conten- 


tion for a light curb upon federal 
candidates on its report of the ex- 
penditures of $5,505,712 in the 1930 
senate ra.ces alone. 


Violation of the law would in- 


volve forfeiture of an election and 
disbarment from public office for 
a stipulated period.

tion would be penalized with a ten- 
year disbarment from public office 
and a. fine and prison sentence.
